McGill University fulfills a broader function 
as the "Royal Institution for the advancement 
of Learning" than that reflected in ils lecture- 
rooms, laboratories, and libraries. Many of the 
qualities for which its graduates are respected — 
breadth of outlook, leadership ability, initiative, 
tolerance— spring from the twin fountains of 
academic study and extra-curricular activity. 
For this reason, the hundred or more clubs and 
societirs which arc found on the campus repre- 
sent the whole range, of specialized interests held 
by the students at. McGill, there need be no one 
without a group of companions whose aspirations 
and ambitions coincide with his own. 

There is, however, a tendency for students to 
be gradually absorbed with their own particular 
interests — academic or otherwise — that they be- 
come isolated from the full stream of university 
life; the artsiuan from the engineer: the politi- 
cian from the religious enthusiasts; the fraternity 
man from his non-fratcmal brother; the athlete 
from the intellectual. It. is unfortunate that this 
Fhould be so because the world off campus is 
also made up of all "types" and it is to deal with 
this collection of human being* for which we arc 
presumably preparing ourselves. 

One of the organisations that has managed to 
overcome this tendency and to represent in its

Patrick Anderson has recently 
been appointed In the English De- 
partment at McGill and is lectur- 
ing in English poetry thus year. 
Though new to McGill, Mr. Ander- 
son is certainly not new to poetry. 
He published his first book of 
poems when he was thirteen years 
old, following it up with another 
two years later. 

It was poetry that enabled him 
to attend a famous Public School 
in England. "I wasn't good enough 
in Latin verse." Mr. Anderson re- 
calls, "but I told the Headmaster 
that 1 could write poetry. He said 
'nonsense' but he'd let me try and 
if it were good poetry he'd not 
only relax the Latin entrance re- 
quirement but also grant mc a 
scholarship." So while the other 
students wrote their entrance ex- 
amination in Latin verse, the hoy 
was husy with English poetry. At 
the end of the hour and a half al- 
lotted he handed in an eighty-seven 
line poem in the Spcncerian style 
—and won the scholarship. It was to 
Shelbourne. in Dorset (where, in- 
cidentally. Ihc British poet Cecil 
Day Lewis studied as a boy). Shnl- 
bourne's most famous scholar was 
King Alfred who attended the mon- 
astery school there. 

At Oxford Mr. Anderson was a 
Scholar of Worcester College and 
President of the Oxford Union, a 
debating and political club that 
numbers among its members many 
famous parliamentarians. William 
Ewart Gladstone was one of the 
club's early presidents. 

"Then I won a Commonwealth 
Fellowship". Mr. Anderson says, "a 
sort of Rhodes' Scholarship in 
reverse." This took him to Columbia, 
where he obtained his M.A. in 
history. 

In 10-10 Mr. Anderson came to 
Canada and was appointed head of 
the English Department at Sclwyn 
House School in Montreal. He 
volunteered for the army but was 
rejected. He remained at Selwyn 
House until 1940. 

About this time he published two 
volumes of poetry. A Tent For 
April and The White Centre and 
the long Toem on Canada. 



lowship Prize for poetry with 
social content. "In those days," Mr. 
Anderson said. "I was thought 
something of a radical. I was in- 
terested in social problems and 
sometimes appenoed an idea with 
social content to my poems— a sort 
of philosophical ribbon that you 
tied in a bow." 

The third group of poems he 
sent to Poetry won the Harriet 
Munro Prize for lyric poetry. 
"Now," Mr. Anderson says, "I am 
more interested in form, the lang- 
uage side of verse, and lyrics." His 
latest book, as yet unpublished, 
will stress the lyric and will in- 
elude, among other poems, four- 
teen songs. "It will be surprisingly 
traditional." he promised, "for 
someone whom a professor once 
accused of writing vers libre! He 
also has ready for publication a 
volume of short stories which takes 
its title from The Fathers and the 
Sons, its longest story. 

Last year Mr. Anderson returned 
to England after an absence of nine 
years.

"When Night Descends," heard 
Wednesday evening at II p.m. is 
a recorded program that seems to 
be a little different than the usual 
offering. The idea is to take the 
recorded version of some great 
music and to combine with it some 
poetic words of a good writer. The 
narration is the live portion of the 
broadcast, thus accomplishing the 
difficult task of combining the two 
types of broadcasting. 

Larry Henderson, CBC announcer 
for this program, tells how the 
ideas developed in his mind: 

"Words and music ... I turned 
the problem over in my mind as I 
looked out my window into a clear 
winter night. Of course, the blend- 
ing of words and music had often 
been done with great success. But 
not usually with recorded music, 
and not in a way which gave equal 
importance to both words and 
music. Is there any natural affinity 
between spoken words and music 
after all, I wondered? Who can say 
with words what Beethovtn put 
into sound? What music expresses 
the thought of a Shakespeare son 
net? As I studied the dark shadows 
of firs on the snow, I recalled those 
splendid lines in Louis Hemon's 
saga of the Canadian scene. Maria 
Chopdelaine: 

The earth in springtime . . . the 
moil' nealiiip away. ..(he birches 
swelling into bud.

Skylark with Vaughan Williams' 
Lark Ascending; Gibbon's Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire with 
Respighi'i Pines of Rome; the 
Bonk of Job with Job, a Mask 
for Dancing, by Vaughan Williams;

The following statement was released for publication last night 
by head coach Vic Obeck. 

"What Jack Parks says means nothing to me or to the team, be- 
cause I realize that a sports writer has to put out material that will 
be read and discussed. However as far as any indication that McGill 
has changed its principles on amateurism is concerned, It is an out- 
right lie. One of the main things I am trying to do at McGill is to 
produce a good football team without sacrificing any integrity. I 
can sincerely and wholeheartedly make the statement that there 
isn't one man on my football team that is receiving five cents from 
the university or from the alumni. These boys are going through 
school on cither Canadian or American government bill; they are 
being sent by their parents, or they are working their way through 
the same as any other students at McGill. 

As far as the accusation that we are playing dirty or "pro" foot- 
ball is concerned, this is definitely a high school attitude. I have 
never seen a football team that played dirty and was effective. A 
good body block will do a lot more damage than any punch in the 
nose. Tnc fact has also been established by authorities that U. S. big 
league professional football is the roughest but the cleanest. 

I am very sorry that this game has caused such a rumpus because 
I am convinced that the players on both sides thoroughly enjoyed 
the game; and If I can be corny enough to quote an old proverb, "the 
dogs continue to bark, but the caravan moves on."
